Tar Akhbdr-i-Anj uman-t-Panjdb, of the 6th October, in its 
column of local news, reviews the proposal of the Chaplain of 
Lahore to build a new. church for the station, on the ground 
of the mausoleum at Anarkalf, where the church now is, being 
ill-suited for the purpose. The editor supports the chaplain’s 
views, and traces the history of the mausoleum, with a view to 
show that it is not a fit place for a church. Different stories 
are related concerning the name Anarkali by which the mau- 
soleum as well as the bazaar in its vicinity passes, Accord- 
ing to some, it was the name of a princess in Jahangir’s time; 
while others. say that Anarkali, was a beautiful handmaid 
with whom. J fahangir fell in love, and who, on Shah Jahan 
becoming aware of the fact, was buried alive. These stories 
may or may not be true; but this much is at least certain that 
the woman after whose name the building is called lived in 
the time of the Emperor Jahangir or Shah Jahan; that Jahan- 
gir ot some other prince was madly in love with her; and that 

her death took place under such mournful circumstances as 

broke the heart of the fond lover, and led him in the height of 
his passion and love for the princess, who was no more, to com- 

pose the followin g couplet, and have it engraved on her tomb- 

stone :— — 


a Ts qiy&mat shukr goyam kirdagér-i-khesh ra: 

_. Ah gar man baz binam ra e yar-i-khesh ra.” 
(Oh! could I see again the face of my angel, for ever 

would I repeat thanks to the Almighty!)

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- These lines are sufficiently indicative of the restlessness of 
the lover at his sad loss. | 


From what has been just stated it is manifest that the 
mausoleum in question contains the remains of the woman 
after whose nate it passes, and who fell a victim to love, Un- 
der these circumstances, the chaplain thought it unfit for a 
church. Apart from these considerations, the form and fashion. 
of the building are unsuited for a church, and the chaplain’s 
views are therefore very well founded. Unhappily, however, 
his application to Government for aid. in the erection of. the 
building has been refused, which led him to send in his resig- 
nation to the Lord Bishop of Calcutta. From what is stated 
in Indian Public Opinion, it appears that the Lord Bishop 
has declined to accept the resignation, and has permitted the 
chaplain to set about building the proposed church without 
caring for Government aid : promising at the same time to 
double his subscription. The writer hopes that other Euro- 
pean gentlemen will also follow the Lord Bishop’s example in 
doubling the amount of their subscriptions, in order that a 
magnificent church, similar to that at Meean Meer, may be 
built at Lahore. It is believed Government will also give aid 
in carrying out the project. The new building will be an orna- 
ment to the station. 


The Koh-t-Nir, of the 7th October, disbelieves the state- 
ment in the Hindoo Patriot, that from. 1st November next new 
arrangements will be made in the Civil Department of the 

_ Punjab, by which that province will cease to bear the appella- 
tion of non-regulation, and be placed on the same footing as the 
North-Western Provinces—a change which will involve an 
additional expense of two lakhs of rupees. The writer thinks 
it improbable that in hard times like the present, when famine 
has been prevalent in the country for years together; when 
subscriptions, taxes, funds, and what not, are tormenting the 
people in various shapes; when fear.of removal from the public 
service, under the fifty-five years’ rule, isa new source of anxiety; 
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when half of the country is deluged with water, while the 
other half is scorched up, so that while the crops have been 
destroyed in some parts, drought and famine prevail in others 
changes will be made in administration by which poor Natives 
will come under reductions, while Europeans, whose salaries 
have from the first been high, will receive additions to them— 
an arrangement by which a greater increase will be made in 
expensed, excess in which has been the cause of crushing the 
Natives under the weight of taxes and other burdens. The 
Government is too merciful and just to think of introducing 
the change without taking all these circumstances into its con- 
sideration, and without considering what is wrong in the pre- 
sent system of administration, and what need there is of adopt- 
ing thenew one. In the writer’s opinion, if, instead of raising 
the salaries of Huropean officers, as is proposed in the new 
scheme, additions were made to those of Native officers, far 
better results would certainly follow. 


oe‘ conclusion it is remarked, that if Government actually 
contemplates carrying out the change in question, it should 
allow Native officials, who might come under the reductions, 
to practice as pleaders and attorneys, subject to passing the 
necessary examination after a fixed time—say one year at 
least—that is, without requiring them to pass the examination 
beforehand. Also such of these officials as may be entitled 
to a pension should be allowed one. By adopting this plan, 
the poor men will not be thrown quite adrift. 


- The Panjdb-i-Akhbdr, of the same date, remarks on the 
propriety of requiring zemindars to be held responsible in all 
cases of thefts, dacoities, &c., that may occur in and about their 
villages— a question which has been urged by Mr. Stephen in 
- the bill relating to the Punjab regulations recently laid before 
the Governor-General’s Council. The writer is strongly in 
favour of the proposal, and anticipates very good results from 
it ; but‘is of opinion that force alone should not be employed 
in making zemindars useful in the way proposed, but some 


encouragement should likewise be given them for exerting 
themselves in the investigation of cases. Thus, each lumber- 
dar, &c., by whose efforts a case may be detected, should. 
receive some reward. oe 


In another article the same paper comments on the propo- 
sal of the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal to appoint a guard 
- to be in attendance on the Judges of the High Court—a mea- 
sure suggested by the murder of Chief Justice Norman, but 
which has been disapproved by the Judges. The writer is of 
opinion that, apart from considerations of personal safety, the 
plan is, in the estimation of the Natives, consistent with the 
high position and dignity of the Judges. | 


Under the heading “‘ Jeypore, ” the same paper notices the 
prevalence of sickness in the city in these days. There is scarce- 
ly a single house in which some sick persons arenot to be 
found. In Mohulla Poorana Bustee and Dareeba fever is pre- 


valent to such an extent that some twenty or thirty men daily 


fall victims to it. The dispensary is at all times crowded with 
_ patients. 


Tke same paper states that, in accordance with the sugges- 
tion of the Nawab Nazim, Colonel Thornhill, Agent to the 
Governor-General at Moorshedabad, is about to reduce the 
number of the servants, and the police attached to the Nizamat, 
and make other retrenchments in expenditure. Only a limi- 
ted number of servants, whose services are indispensable, will 
be retained—the rest being dismissed. The writer thinks it a 
great pity that, under the existing circumstances, when the 
people have been reduced to great distress by the recent floods 
in the river which covered the whole city with water, it should 
be in contemplation to make reductions , which will make the 
case of the poor worse; and is of opinion that the proposal 
should not be carried out in a time of such prevailing distress. 


‘The Urdi Akhbér, of the 8th October, learns from a reli- 
able source that in Hissar, and the districts belongi ng to it, 
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rain has been very scarce this year. All lands not watered 
by irrigation are lying in a bad state, and the zemindars are- 
in great despair. Unless Government renders help to them;- 
they will be utterly undone. The editor has strong hopes that: 
the: Commissioner of Hissar, who is so famed for his justice: 


and love of his subjects, will give them all the aid in 1 his uged 
and relieve them from the ee. | 


The Khair Khwah-i-Panjdb, of the 9th October, ithe 
unqualified praise on Major J enkins, Deputy Commissioner of. 
Sealkote, for his justice and polite manners. He is-stated to. 
be an exception among European officers, both in public and. 

private virtues. Both at the time of his coming into court, 
and that of leaving it, a loud call is given inviting all persons 
who may have any complaints to make, or grievances to repre- 
sent, freely to bring them forward. Every attention is paid 
to all complaints thus preferred, and full justice is dealt out. 
This act of Major Jenkins is styled Noshtrawéni (1. e., the cha- 
racteristic of N oshirawan the Just) by the people. : 


The Deputy Commissioner has made himself equally po- 
pular by permitting all men who like to call on him to have 
free access to him at his bungalow from 5 to 6 p.m 


The Benares. Gazette, of the same date, regrets to learn 
that, though it is an established fact that Moulvie Liakat Alf 
is a famous rebel, and a most bigoted and wicked Musalman, 
who, in the mutiny of 1857, set up the standard of Islam at _ 
Allahabad, and by instigating his fellow Mohammedans to 
foment deisihaneen, did serious mischief, some people are 
zealously striving to save him, and that the Moulvies and other 
Musalmans of Allahabad feign not to recognise him. The 
writer heaps the highest censure on the people for this hypo- 
critical behaviour, and remarks that if, through religious pre- 
judices, they think it a meritorious act to save his life on the 
ground of his being a murderer of the kajirs, surely they, too, 
deserve to be classed with the rebel. 
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The Kérndmah, of the same date, in its column of local 
news, states that the transfer of the officials of the Deputy 
Commissioner’s office is in contemplation, and that, with that. 
object in view, a list of them has been submitted to. the Com- 
missioner. The editor is against the proposal, and does mot 
see that any good results will follow from it. Neither will 
litigants gain by the transfer: nor are the suspicions of officers. 
likely to be removed by it. _ While persons who are removed 
to other places suffer inconvenience ‘by the change, , the new 
men who come in their place are induced by necessity and 
their foreign position to make money by unlawful means. Be- 
sides this, litigants suffer much by having to deal with new 
officials, whose ignorance and i inexperience cause delay i m the 
execution of public functions. Apart from these considera- 
tions, it must be borne in mind that those who are ‘in the 
habit of taking bribes are not likely to give up the practice on 
being transferred to other places. Righteousness and honesty 
of principle can alone keep a man from doing what is wrong. 
In short, the transfer of officials from one place to another is 
attended with more harm than good, and if.is proper for offi- 
cers to think well of the consequences of the measure. 


The same paper, in continuation of its article on the mau- 
soleum of the late Baht Begum Séhiba, noticed in the fore- 
going number of the Selections, enters-into a fuller detail of 
the proceeds from her bequest. Of the estate entrusted by the 
Begum to the government of the Honorable East India Com- 
pany, some gold, silver, and jewels, were placed in deposit, 
while the rest of the property was put in trust. . On the former, 

interest of Rs. 27,248 per mensem was agreed upon, out of 
which Rs. 16,977-10-3 is spent in stipends to the Begum’s rela- 
tives and dependants—the remainder (Rs. 10,270-5-9 month- 
ly) being kept in the Government Treasury as savings. On 
the latter, 7. ¢., the property put in trust, monthly interest of 
Rs. 16,634-0-9 was promised, out of which Rs. 8,374-11-7 
.only is distributed, thereby leaving: a surplus of Rs. 5 25 9-5-2 
per month. Thus, altogether a saving of Rs. 18,52 9-10-11 
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monthly ensues, which is kept in the treasury. What a ‘pity 
it is that, notwithstanding this enormous surplus, the repairs 
of the mausoleum could not be properly conducted, such as 
would have saved it from going to wreck. Had Mr. R. H. 
Davies been at present in Oudh, he would have certainly made 
inquiries and taken proper steps to secure the desiredend. I¢ 
- is hoped the present Chief Commissioner will also interest him- 
self in the matter, and on coming to know of the agreement 
entered into with the Baht, Begum Sahiba, and the fact that 
a surplus of Rs. 2.92 ,356-3-0 per annum is available from her 
estate, will be moved not only to. assign a suitable amount for 
rebuilding the mausoleum, and to make an addition to the sum 
now allowed for its maintenance, but will cause the amount of 
surplus, which has collected during the past years, to be laid 
out in the erection of works of public utility—such as a school, 

dispensary, and caravanserai, in order to perpetuate the Be- 
gum’s memory, and gain a good name for himself. 


The same paper has been informed that about five hundred 
houses have been demolished by the late heavy rains in Gondah; 
but that no loss of life happened. The authorities deserve 
great credit for doing all in their power in helping the people 
whose houses have been destroyed. They were allowed by 
the Deputy Commissioner to put up in the dispensary and the 
schoolhouse, and steps have now been taken to assist them in 
rebuilding their houses. Ata meeting of the Anjuman-i-Ri- 
fah-i- Gondah, held for the purpose, it was resolved by the De- 
puty Commissioner,“ at the instance of Syud Safdar Hoosain, 
Assistant Commissioner, and President of the Anjuman, that 
the people should be helped in three ways :— 

(a) That an ample store of bamboos, timber, strkee, ban, 
matting, and other materials, be procured from surrounding 
villages, under the superintendence of Government officials, 
and be sold to the people at cheap rates. A sum of Rs. 1,000 
will be advanced by the Deputy Commissioner for making 
the purchases. 
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-(b) That a large timber of carpenters, blacksmiths, pot- 
ters, coolies; &c., be sent for from ee to assist in rene 
ing the houses. | 

(c) That a subscription of Rs. 2,000 be raised from pub- 
lic officers, talookdars, &c., to be distributed to such of the 


inhabitants as are too poor to help themselves, in order to enable 
them to rebuild their houses. , 


The writer thinks this act of the Deputy Com missioner of 
Gondah highly praiseworthy, and calls upon the authorities of 
other districts, which have suffered by the late rains, to follow 
his example, and render similar aid to their subjects. 


The same paper learns from a reliable authority that the 
district of Fyzabad has suffered much from the late heavy 
rains: Thousands of houses have been destroyed, which has 
involved the people in great distress. Many gentlemen have 
been obliged to take up their quarters in mosques and sepul- 
ehres ; while the poor have been reduced to a most miserable 
condition, and are subject to great anxiety, being unable even 
to raise kutcha walls around the ruins of their houses, 


It is added, that it will be a great relief to the poor if the 
proposed rail-road from Fyzabad to Benares be constructed 
in a time of such difficulty, as a large number of them will, in 
that case, be able to support themselves by — at it, and 
be thus saved from dying of starvation.

The Akhbér-i-Anjuman-i- Panjab, of the 6th October, notices 
the proposal of the Chinese Government to send thirty candi- 
dates every year from China to America for the purpose of 
receiving. education there at its own cost. A sum of a crore 
of rupees has been set apart for the purpose by the Emperor’ $ 
order. The editor considers the proposal highly creditable to 

the Government, .and as a proof that a taste for European 
sciences is springing up among the Chinese ; and takes this 
occasion to express his re gret that the English Government 
should have discontinued the plan of sending candidates from

‘nominally ‘subject to the Sultan of Turkey, the Khedive pos- 
-sesses absolute power in the internal management of. the State, 
‘and-may be’ said to be only so far subordinate to the Sultan. as 

to have to pay him an annual tribute. 


~The Lawrencé Gazette, of the same date, learns that a cor- 

; ‘respondent from ‘St. Petersburg ‘writes to‘the effect that the 
‘Russian army is advancing 1 in the heart of Asia, and that :the 
‘news has produced. great ‘alarm in the minds of the people. : To 
‘suppress this ‘alarm; the Shah of Bokhara has issued a procla- 
mation’ to” his subordinate officers. prohibiting them: from car- 
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rying on correspondence with foreigners. The correspondent 
remarks that the Russians care not a bit about this proclama- 
tion, having made arrangements for receiving news from Cen- 
tral. Asia. 


The Lawrence Gazette in reviewing the above statement 
remarks that, as the Russians have already encampments in 
Charjooi and other places in Central Asia, it appears from the 
arrival of the new forces that the Russian General now con- 
templates founding an encampment at Bokhara itself; and is 
of opinion that, since the Russians profess that they do not 
make war against a place which is under the protection of a 
civilized nation, the Ameer of Cabul should ask the Govern- 
ment of India as its patron and protector to encamp a detach- 
ment of British troops in his territory, in order that the fron- 
tiers of Afghanistan’may be safe from all fear of foreign assault.
